WEATHERSFIELD TOWN MEETING, MAR. 4, 1952 


Town meeting, the year of the 1952 Blizzard, was called to 
order by Norman J. Corey, moderator, who read the warning. 


Art. 1. Norman J. Corey, re-elected moderator and Eliza- 
beth G. Murray re-elected town clerk. 


Art. 2. Reports of the town officers accepted without any 
discussion. 


Art. 3. Voted to pass over article to see if the town will au- 
thorize the Selectmen to appoint the Road Commissioner. 


Art. 4. Voted to authorize the Selectmen and School Direc- 
tors to borrow money, if necessary, to pay current expenses in 
anticipation of taxes. 


_ Art. 5. Voted $350 for resurfacing. 


Art. 6. Voted to pay town officers the same as last year: 
“all officers 80 cents an hour, excepting listers, who are to get 
$1.00 an hour, and 8 cents a mile for travel while on town bus- 
iness.” 


Art. 7. Shall licenses for sale of malt and vinous beverages 
be granted in this town? Yes 78 ‘No 39. 


Shall spirituous liquor be sold in this town? Yes 65. No 46. 
Art. 8. Town officers were elected. See list of Town Officers. 


Art. 9. Voted to accept cemetery fund of Grace N. Hicks, 
$200 and the Marjorie T. Martin fund of $800. 


Art. 10. Voted to appropriate $300 for the Proctor Library 
and Perkinsville Branch; $50 of this sum to be used for the pur- 
chase of books to be added to the War Memorial Library honor- 
ing veterans of World Wars I and II, each book to be suitably 
marked. 


Art. 11. Voted to print in the town report the names of de- 
linquent taxpayers and amount due from each. 


Art. 12. Voted to pass over the article to see if the town 
will authorize the Auditors to employ the services of an account- 
ant from the office of the Auditor of Accounts as provided by 
law to conduct an audit of the accounts of the town. 
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Art. 18. Voted to exempt from taxes for a period of five 
years the Reverend Dan Foster home which has been restored 
and is now owned by the First Congregational Church Corpora- 
tion of Weathersfield. 


Art. 14. Voted to rescind its vote taken in 1947 in regard to 
a five year tax exemption on all new or remodeled buildings or 
improvements in land which increased its listed value not less 
than $1,000. 


Art. 15. Voted not to exempt from taxation for a period of 
five years all new dwelling houses appraised by the listers at not 
more than $5,000; all new manufacturing establishments and ap- 
purtenances appraised by the listers at more than $1,000 and all 
improvements to unoccupied and neglected land appraised by the 
listers at more than $1,000; all as provided by statute. 


Art. 16. Voted to authorize the School Directors to pay $175 
per pupil for secondary education tuition for the school year 
1952-1953. 


Art. 17. Voted not to build two two-classroom units, with 
facilities, as additions to the Perkinsville and the Ascutney 
schools at a total cost not to exceed $70,000.00. (By ballot. Boxes 
open from 12-8 p.m.) No 1388 Yes 89. 


Art. 18. Voted not to issue bonds not to exceed $70,000.00 
in amount and bearing interest at not to exceed two and one-half 
per cent, for the purpose of paying for the above named addi- 
tions to the Perkinsville and Ascutney schools. (By ballot. Boxes 
open 12-3 p.m.) No. 289 Yes 86. 


Art. 19. Voted to pass over article to see if the town will 
elect a building committee to consist of the school board and two 
other members to execute any and all contracts or agreements 
necessary in completing the above additions. 


Art. 20. Voted to pass over article to see if the town will 
instruct the school board to secure bids for the sale of the Bow 
and the Center schools. 


Art. 21. Voted tax rate of $6.50 to be divided: 


General $1.50 School Tax $3.20 
Highway .50 
Winter 30 
Deficit 1.00 


$3.30 
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Art. 22. Voted to continue to collect taxes in the manner 
provided by statute: 


To pay taxes to the Town Treasurer. 


To have the poll taxes due May 1 and delinquent after May 
15. 


To have real and personal property taxes due August 1 and 
delinquent after November 1. 

To allow 4% discount on taxes paid prior to becoming de- 
linquent. 


To charge interest on delinquent taxes at the rate of 4% per 
cent per month or fraction thereof. 


Art. 28. Rejected a motion to appoint a Building Commit- 
tee for Schools. 


Voted: “It is the sense of this meeting that the Town of 
Weathersfield express its moral obligation to pay back the taxes 
collected that were promised exempt under the vote of the 1947 
town meeting.” 


J. William Batchelder read his resignation as constable. No 
action was taken. 


Voted to adjourn.

We were able to purchase one used 9 ft. 6 in. V plow and 
wing to be used on the Austin Weston grader which should en- 
able us to handle large snow storms much more quickly and effi- 
ciently than in the past. 

Major repairs weré made on the following covered bridges, 
Butterfield, Dingman, Upper Falls and Salmond; also four open 
bridges were repaired and one replaced on the Baltimore road, 
leaving one more to be replaced or the expenditure of a large 
sum of money to repair the present one, namely, the Ascutney 
bridge. across Mill Brook. An idea of the expense of replacing 
any of our some over 50 bridges in the town highway system may 
be gained by the estimated cost to the town for the replacement 
of the Butterfield bridge, which alone would be in excess of 
$150,000.00. 

We are including in this report a table showing age, cost 
and estimated replacement cost of the town highway equipment. 
You will note that the newest is six years old, and a replace- 
ment program should be started, but we cannot see where the 
money is to be found under present cost of minimum services 
required. 

We wish to take this opportunity to thank the other town 
officers, and the District Highway Commissioner, for their gen- 
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erous cooperation and think that the taxpayers should once more 


take a close look at the Weathersfield School problem.

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SUPERVISOR 


The Vermont Department of Health since July 1, 1951 has 
offered a program which affords an opportunity for all towns in 
the state to have some Public Health Nursing Service. Prior to 
this date certain towns did not share the benefits of this service. 
The offering of a state-wide public health nursing service has 
necessitated making it a limited program due to the amounts of 
funds available for the purpose. The service has been financed 
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entirely by State and Federal Tax Funds. No town contributions 

are required. 

The Health Department nurse works in cooperation with lo- 
cal physicians, nurses, town officials and citizens, helping them 
to evaluate health facilities already available in the town and 
to develop plans for meeting any health needs which may be felt 
to exist. 

Assistance with a health program for infants, pre-school, 
and school children is included in the public health nurse’s pro- 
gram, and under the supervision of the family physician she may 
also give services to persons reported to have tuberculosis or 
venereal disease, since the control of these diseases is delegated 
by law to the Health Department. 

The report of Miss Ruth J. Miller, R. N., Public Health 
Nurse, shows the following work was done in Weathersfield dur- 
ing the period January 1, 1952 through December 31, 1952: 

77 visits were made to families and schools. Medical conferences 
were held in all sections of the town to give an opportuity for 
children under 6 to have medical examinations and immun- 
izations. These conferences were the responsibility of the 
P.T.A. with the assistance of Miss Miller. 

71 children were examined by Dr. R. W. Ballantyne, Dr. F. E. 
Johnson, and Dr. K. Watson-Jones. 

33-pre-school children were given toxoid to protect them against 
diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus, and 

10 were given booster doses. 

5 were given diphtheria-tetanus toxoid and 

48 were vaccinated against small pox. 

12 school children were given diphtheria-tetanus-toxoid and 

13 were vaccinated against small pox. 

Physical examinations were given to children in grades 1 
and 3 during December, 1951, and will be offered to those who 
are in grades 1 and 38 this year. 

The public health nurse would be glad to know of expect- 
ant mothers and mothers of young children who would like to 
discuss with her the health needs of their families. She would 
also be glad to help in making plans for the correction of physi- 
cal defects found at school medical examinations. A card ad- 
dressed to Miss Miller at Woodstock will reach her.

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REPORT OF THE CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS 


The work of maintaining Weathersfield’s 13 cemeteries con- 
tinued this last summer as usual, with the help of our three Cem- 
etery Associations at the Plain, the Bow and Ascutney carrying 
the greater part of the load at those places. It is a great help to 
the town to have these private associations active in maintaining 
this record of our heritage in good condition. 


Getting adequate labor is a serious problem to your commis- 
sioners, but the many lots were mowed and raked, and the out- 
lying cemeteries cleaned up one by one. Three of these, the Eddy, 
Tolles and Weatherbee Cemeteries are up to half a mile from the 
nearest now travelled road, which adds to the problem. The 
Greenbush Cemetery had a major overhauling and was mowed 
and raked several times, some 20 stones were straightened, the 
fence repaired and bushes cut back. We have hopes that a road- 
side marker will be set up here eventually to indicate the many 
soldiers of the early wars of this country that rest here. 


Like last year a condensed financial statement is published 
here, but the condition of individual funds may be seen at any 
time by contacting your commissioners. It will be noted that 
there are now over 80 funds amounting to over $16,000 in indi- 
vidual trusts, which is quite a financial help to the town.

January 1, 1953 
To the Citizens of the Town of Weathersfield: 


We are again combining on one page the comparative state- 
ment of income and expenditures for three years. Table “A” is 
for the school year 1951-52; Table “B” is-for the current year 
1952-53; Table “C” is for the coming school year, starting July 
1, 1958 and ending June 30, 1954. It should be borne in mind that 
these Tables are for the “School Year,” i.e. July 1st to June 
30th of each year involved.

It will be noted that the enrollment in the local schools has 
declined by five pupils which is of no noticeable importance. 
However, the High School enrollment shows a steadily increas- 
ing trend which we expect will continue in the future. In Sep- 
tember we had 103 secondary pupils enrolled and in anticipating 
our budget for next year we have estimated 105 pupils leaving 
the local schools to continue higher education. As will be noted 
from the enrollment the great majority of our pupils continue 
their education either in Springfield or Windsor. We have been 
notified that Windsor’s tuition rate this coming year will be $240 
while that of Springfield will be $260. To meet these new rates 
we have in Table C under “Secondary Tuition” inserted the 
amount of $27,000. It is interesting to note that so far this school 
year we have spent for the 7th and 8th grades $4,750 for tuition 
and $1,350 for transportation. Last year our total budget figure 
for this school year was a total of $56,950, whereas that estimat- 
ed for next years is $57,025. ; 


One new item that appears in the distribution of Table “A” 
is “Transportation” for the Marsh school. In revising the trans- 
portation schedule it was found that some pupils could be sent 
to that school instead of Springfield thereby reducing the elemen- 
tary tuition charge on Table “B”, this school year. 


There are three items that we wish to call to your atten- 
tion. It will be noticed that the “Griswold Case” is finally set- 
tled and the School District is now selling metered water to the 
Griswold residence. The item of “Repairs” can be accounted for 
largely by the major improvements made at the Ascutney and 
Perkinsville schools. 


1. At the Ascutney school major improvements have been 
made. The partition was entirely removed greatly enlarging the 
floor area in the primary room. The front entrance was changed 
by the addition of a vestibule with separate doors to each room. 
There is an inside connecting door to each room as well as a door 

from each in the rear leading to the toilet section and the fire 
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exit door. Access to the basement is now obtained by an en- 
closed cement stairway in the rear of the building. Many minor 
items were taken care of such as: lighting was increased, sew- 
age enlarged, rafter ties put in place, new coat racks made, out- 
side flag location moved, ete., and plans are underway for inside 
painting. 


2. The Perkinsville school also received major improve- 
ments. An operation similar to that performed at Ascutney by 
removing a partition, changing the entrance, moving the drink- 
ing fountains, and other details has made a much enlarged pri- 
mary room. In addition to the work performed in removing the 
partition an entirely new ventilating system was installed, which 
has proved to be very satisfactory. 


3. The Marsh school spring is now contained by a 6 ft. x 
4 ft. reinforced cement culvert weighing approximately 3% tons. 
The water pipe which has offered some trouble in the past has 
been relocated for better service. The vestibule on this building 
now hds a new door and closer and the blackboards have been 
re-aligned. 


4, At the Amsden school a new pump and tank have been 
installed and connected with the brook to augment the present 
water supply for sewage purposes. In the kitchen a new chimney 
has been built and eventually the furnace will be moved to pro- 
vide more classroom area and eliminate the noise of the oil burn- 
er. 


5. The sum of $500 State Aid will be received because of 
the improvements at the Perkinsville and Ascutney schools. 


The item “Furniture and Equipment” included the purchase 
of a school bus for the Ascutney area. This bus is owned and 
operated by the School District for the transportation of the 
pupils to the Ascutney school and also the 7th and 8th grade 
pupils attending school in Windsor. Inasmuch as Windsor’s 
buses do not transport High School pupils we have been obtain- 
ing some income from these trips from some Windsor High 
School pupils, who desire transportation. 


The cost of all items to maintain a school system is con- 
stantly increasing as everyone knows. We realize that the State 
Legislature will debate further aid to schools, but at the time 
of writing we have no certainty as to what that aid will be and 
have arrived at our figures on the present formula for State Aid. 
Our “Tuition” estimate is based on the School District’s paying 
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the full tuition charge as we are aware of the hardships caused in 
many instances for individuals with pupils attending High 
School. To meet our budget proposals we recommend a School 
District Tax Rate of 371% for the school year 1953-54.

Voted to pay town officers the same as last year; all 
officers 80 cents on hour, excepting listers, who are to get $1.00 
an hour, and 8 cents a mile for travel while on town business. 


Art.7. Shall licenses for sale of malt and vinous beverages 
be granted in this town? Yes 82 No 21. 


Shall spirituous liquors be sold in this town? Yes76 No 26. 


The ballot box on this question opened at 10 a. m. and closed 
at 3 p. m. 


Art. 8. Town officers were elected. See list of Town Officers. 


Art.9. Voted to appropriate $400 for the Proctor Library 
and Perkinsville Branch; $50 of this sum to be used for the pur- 
chase of books to be added to the War Memorial Library honor- 
ing veterans of World Wars I and II, each book to be suitably 
marked.

Art.16. Voted tax rate of $6.50 to be divided as follows:

Art.17. Voted to continue to collect taxes in the manner 
provided by statute:

To allow 4% discount on taxes paid prior to becoming delin- 
quent. 


To charge interest on delinquent taxes at the rate of 4% 
per month or fraction thereof.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The year 1953 has been a year in which we find the so-called 
fixed expenditures have run very high. 

Major repairs have been completed on the so-called Mill 
Brook bridge at a cost of approximately $1800.00. This completes 
the repairs on the last of our six covered bridges. 

A major rebuilding job was found to be necessary on one of 
the Greenbush Flat iron bridges at a cost of approximately $600. 
Many of our other fifty odd bridges were replanked at a cost of 
approximately $2000.00. 

Some five or six very bad road spots were widened, drained 
and graveled this year, two of them involving the removal of 
large amounts of ledge, mainly the so-called Billings Hill road, 
the approach to the Butterfield bridge, and the June Fairbanks 
Hill road on the Walter Murray end. 

The Plain cemetery road job was completed, and the Ascut- 
ney schoolhouse road was widened, ready for graveling. 

The improvements are of great aid in winter maintenance, 
as well as being much better for summer traveling’. 

The last bills were paid on the Federal Aid Project on “131”, 
the total cost to the town being $27,479.71. 

We recommend that the town set aside seven cents (7c) of 
the tax dollar for the purchase of a new truck. 

We wish to take this opportunity to thank the other town of- 
ficers and the District Highway Commissioner, for their gener- 
ous cooperation and think that the taxpayers should once more 
take a close look at the Weathersfield School problem.

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YOUR PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


During the year 1953 the Vermont Health Department has 
made available to the citizens of Weathersfield the part time 
services of a public health nurse, Miss Ruth J. Miller, R. N. 


The educational program which is offered by the public 
health nurse, with the approval of the family physician, includes 
assistance to expectant mothers and new mothers who are having 
their first babies or have special problems with themselves or 
their babies. Counseling is available too, for parents whose older 
children present health problems, and to adults. Assistance to 
the schools with their health programs may also be requested. 
Referrals to health and social agencies are made as necessary. 

Miss Miller’s activities in Weathersfield during 1953 have 
included the following: 

16 visits to infants and pre-school children, 
35 visits to schools and to school children. 
12 other visits. 


Well child conferences to provide physical examinations and 
immunizations for children in grades 1 through 4 were held at 
Perkinsville, Amsden, and Ascutney, and one for pre-school 
children was held at Perkinsville. Sixteen pre-school children and 
77 school children were examined by Dr. R. W. Ballantyne and 
physicians from the Ellsworth Clinic. Twenty-eight children 
were vaccinated against smallpox and 20 children were im- 
munized against diphtheria and tetanus. P)VDacAy groups as- 
sisted with these conferences. 


Children at Marsh school will have an opportunity for medi- 
cal examinations during 1954. Conferences for the pre-school age 


group will also be held if parents are interested and will assist 
with them. 


Miss Miller would be glad to know of persons with health 
problems with which she can be of assistance. She may be reached 
at Woodstock 300 between 8 and 9 a. m. Monday through Friday, 
or by mail at Woodstock.

REPORT OF THE CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS 


Most of the labor done on the cemeteries the past year was 
of a routine nature. A few minor improvements were made—such 
as a tree cut at the Aldrich, a broken limb that was liable to 
damage stones, taken down at the Greenbush, a stone wall re- 
paired at the Deane, and a few stones repaired and set upright at 
the various cemeteries. 

Several graves were filled and head stones replaced at Green- 
bush through the interest of families who paid the cost, this, with 
some help from the Jarvis family funds at the Bow and the aid 
of the cemetery associations at the Plain and Ascutney kept the 
' yearly cost to the town at a lower figure. 

Due to the very dry season last year, a forest fire in the 
woods back of the Plain cemetery seriously threatened for 2 
time, not only the grounds but the thousands of head stones 
therein. 

The Plain Cemetery Association has now received from Fred 
and Zina Thorburn, a deed to a new spring which they hope will 
supply sufficient water for all general purposes and any emer- 
gency in the future. However, we are taking this opportunity to 
ask the cooperation of all, hunters, fishermen, and others who 
travel near this or other cemeteries, to be careful with anything 
which might cause damage by fire to these sacred spots. 
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We have brought to your attention before the inadequacy 
of some of the funds that the town received when labor costs 
were less than half what they are today and interest rates were 
much higher. In the financial statement of Cemetery Trust Funds 
you will read that three additions were given the past year to 
increase funds on lots already cared for under former gifts. We 
hope this practice will continue as it is not possible at present 
costs to give proper care to lots where the income is very small. 

Considering the locations of several and the distance between 
our cemeteries, the commissioners feel the town is very fortunate 
in getting men to do this work as no money is paid for transport- 
ation. 

Our hopes and aims for the coming year are to continue the 
upkeep and improvement by re-setting as many of the fallen or 
tipped stones as possible, for stones out of position gives any 
cemetery a neglected appearance.

To the Citizens of the Town of Weathersfield: 

We are again combining on one page the comparative state- 
ment of income and expenditures for three years. Table “A” is 
for the school year 1952-1953; Table “B” is for the current year 
1953-1954; Table “C” is for the coming school year, starting 
July 1, 1954 and ending June 30, 1955. It should be borne in mind 
that these Tables are for the “School Year” i. e. July 1st to June 
30th of each year involved.

The enrollment in the local schools has remained approxi- 
mately the same this year as the last two years. However, the 
number of pupils attending school out of town continues to grow. 
At present there are 68 High School pupils and 51 7th and 8th 
grade pupils for a total of 119 pupils for whom tuition is being 
paid. It is expected that 9 pupils will graduate from Springfield 
High School and 2 pupils from Windsor High School for a total 
of 11 pupils. The number in attendance in the 6th grade is as 
follows:

Amsden 6

If these 6th graders are promoted to the 7th grade there 
will be a net increase of tuition pupils of 25 this coming year. 
This will mean a total of 144 tuition pnpils next year. 


We have been notified by the Springfield School Board that 
next year the tuiton rate will be increased to $285 from the 
present rate of $260. Windsor is charging $240 now and next year 
its rate will be $250. 


Our “Repair” item for next year is slightly reduced as all 
major improvements have been made for the present. During the 
past year the furnace at the Amsden school was re-located in the 
kitchen. There is a serious water problem at this building that 
must be considered in the near future. Bids were received and one 
accepted on the sale of the Center school. This transaction was 
not completed as complications over water rights developed. We 
are endeavoring to clear these rights so this building can be sold. 

Last year in our budget under “Tuition” we expected to pay 
$27,000 but as near as we can ascertain now this amount will 
come to $29,167. In our budget for the year 1954-55 the amount 
required to pay the full tuition rate will total $40,500. It is in- 
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teresting to note that for the school year ending July 1, 1950 the 
tuition paid for the whole year was only $12,835. With increased 
enrollment and higher tuition charges it is not likely that this 
figure will be reduced in the near future. In order to meet our 
estimate budget for the coming year a tax rate of 450% will be 
needed by the School District even though we received approxi- 
matly $2800 additional State aid this past year.

TUESDAY ,MARCH 2, 1954 


Norman J. Corey, selectman, opened the meeting at 10 a. m.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The year 1954 was a year in which some things that had 
been put off in the past years could no longer be denied, mainly 
repair and replacement of town equipment: 

—The two Government trucks it was felt were beyond re- 
pair for heavy duty work. One heavy duty 4-wheel drive truck 
was purchased to replace these two at a cost of $7,300. 

—It was found necessary to repair both International trucks 
at a cost of $1,632. 

—-The tractor and grader had to be repaired at $1,147 and 
$775. 

—The town had long been trying to buy a compressor as 
rock removal, of which we have a lot, has been a very expensive 
item. We were able to purchase one used only 50 hours at half 
price, $1,000. 

In buying rights of way on route 131, we had to purchase 
land and buildings on some of the Amsden Lime Co. property. 
We have repaired the building for town use at a cost of $1,200. 

On improving town roads we were able this year to com- 
plete the work on the Ascutney Schoolhouse road; also .7 of a 
mile of road from the foot of Foster’s hill to the Upper Falls 
bridge; also a great deal of blasting and widening has been com- 
pleted on the eastern end of the Camp Hill road. 

Again we wish to thank the other town officers and the Dis- 
trict Highway Commissioner for their fine cooperation the past 
year.

Welfare costs rose considerably during the past year, re- 
flecting the poorer employment opportunities in the area, and 
rather heavy hospital bills among our needy. Collections against 
both old and current accounts also were larger, holding the net 
cost of poor relief to a reasonable figure. 

There is a very large hospital bill outstanding, which seems 
likely to cost the town about $1200.00 early in the new year. Col- 
lections on old accounts on which the overseer is working seem 
likely to bring in about the same amount soon. These include set- 
tlement of the Wilma Ryan estate, one of the two long overdue 
accounts to which reference was made in last year’s report by the 
overseer.

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YOUR PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


During 1954 the Vermont Health Department has offered the 
same type of Public Health Nursing Service as has been available 
since 1951. The public health nurse for Weathersfield is Miss 
Ruth J. Miller, R. N., who has her office in Chester. 

Miss Miller made 113 visits to or in behalf of 65 residents of 
Weathersfield during 1954. Her time is divided for the most part 
among the following activities: 

Health Supervision of expectant mothers and young child- 
ren. 

School Program: Assistance with vision and hearing testing. 
Conferences with teachers concerning health problems observed 
in their pupils, and visits to homes, to physicians and to others 
on behalf of children. 

Clinics and Conferences: Well child medical conferences for 
medical examinations and immunization for children under 6, and 
for school children in selected grades. 

Chest X-ray Clinics and Crippled Children’s Clinics are 
others in which she assists. 

She may also arrange for referrals to Child Guidance Clinics 
and to Tumor Clinics. 

38 children under 6 were examined at medical conferences in 
Perkinsville and Marsh Districts. 

35 children of school age were examined by Dr. K. Watson- 
Jones, Dr. R. W. Ballantyne and Dr. W. M. Waterman. Arrange- 
ments at Perkinsville were made by the Parent-Teacher Group, 
and in the Marsh District by Mrs. Vera Johnson and Mrs. Elsie 
Johnson. 

Many of the children examined had decayed teeth. This is 
true in all sections of Vermont and is a problem which merits 
special attention. It would not be possible to carry on an educa- 
tional campaign among both children and adults, stressing the 
importance of regular use of tooth brush, lower consumption of 
sweets and soft drinks, higher consumption of milk and vege- 
tables, and provision of supplementary A and D vitamins for all 
children. The school lunch program which is being carried on 
should help to assure better teeth as the children grow older. 

In a program such as ours, in which the nurses all have large 
territories, the success of their work depends upon the interest 
and cooperation of the local people. Many people in Weathersfield 
have been of assistance, and we would like to take this opportun- 
ity to acknowledge what they have done to promote health in 


their home town. :

It will be noted above that the elementary and secondary 
enrollment continues to increase. Since September the Perkinsville 
enrollment has been larger thanthe other schools and has at times 
been more than 40 pupils in the Primary Room. There is no indi- 
cation that the total enrollment in Town will decrease and there 
is every indication that it will increase along with the national 
trend. 

In the last Town Report we suggested a tax rate of 450% 
for schools. However, at Town Meeting the rate voted was 350% 
and although we have very closely followed the budget we pro- 
posed we shall no doubt have a deficit on June 30, 1955. As enroll- 
ments in both elementary and secondary schools continue to in- 
crease it is not possible for costs to remain constant. 


In our budget for next year most items will be slightly in- 
creased with the exception of tuition. It is our plan now to allow 
the present seventh grade pupils, who are attending school out 
of town, to finish the eighth grade. The new construction at As- 

cutney and Perkinsville is expected to be ready for occupancy be- 

fore the end of this school year. At present the bond issue has not 
been sold but we have included in our budget an estimate of in- 
terest and the amount to be retired annually. The contract price 
of the Perkinsville addition is $27,177 and the new Ascutney 
school is $48,485. 


We recommend for the coming year a school tax of 480%.

TUESDAY, MARCH 1, 1955

Art. 4. Voted to authorize the Selectmen and School Direc- 
tors to boriow money if necessary to pay current expenses in 
anticipation of taxes. 

Art. 5. Voted $350.00 for resurfacing. 

Art. 6. Voted to pay town officers the same as last year; al! 
officers 80 cents an hour, excepting listers, who are to get $1.00 
an hour, and 8 cents a mile for travel while on town business.

The vote under this article was by ballot and the ballot box 
opened at 10:00 a. m. and closed at 3:00 p. m. A check list was 
used.

Article amended to read: To see if the town will vote 
to appropriate $400.00 for the Proctor Library and Perkinsville 
Branch; $50.00 of this sum to be used for the purchase of books 
to be added to the War Memorial Library honoring veterans of 
World Wars I and II and Veterans of all Wars, each book to be 
suitably marked. So voted. 
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Art10. Voted to print in the town report the names of 
delinquent tax payers and amount due from each.

Voted not to exempt was 96; To exempt was-37, total 133. 
Discussion brought out the point that Springfield and Windsor 
are industrial towns without adequate housing and can grant 
exemptions with less hardship for the average taxpayer while 
Weathersfield has no industry to assume a large share of the 
taxes.

Voted to authorize the school Directors to pay up 
to $300.00 for High School students secondary tuition for the 
school year 1955-1956 and nothing for 7th and 8th grades. 

Moved, seconded and so voted. 

Art.19. Voted to accept a tax rate of $8.00 to be divided 
as follows:

Moved, seconded and voted 59 Wes; 46 No; total 105 votes. 

There was some question as to what the deficit really was 
since money was borrowed for the new school buildings while the 
bonds were in the process of being sold and money was also bor- 
rowed for routine town expenses. 

Art. 20. Moved to amend the article by deleting “To allow 
4% discount on taxes paid prior to becoming delinquent.” 

Seconded and voted No 69, Yes 19. 

Voted to pay taxes to the Town Treasurer. 

To have poll taxes due May 1 and delinquent after May 15. 

To have real and personal property taxes due August 1 and 
delinquent after November 1. 

To allow 4% discount on taxes paid prior to becoming delin- 
quent.

This has been a normal year for the Town of Weathersfield, 
with one exception, that being, the threat of the building of a 
large flood control dam at North Springfield, Vt. 

Weathersfield has very little to say in the long run, of wheth- 
er this will be built or not. It is up to the State Water Conserva- 
tion Board and the Governor, and on February 10th, after two 
hearings before the Water Conservation Board, the Governor 
OK ate, 

If Congress approves monies for this, the Town of Weathers- 
field will lose about 60 dwellings and farms on the west side of 
the town, with a tax rebate of 90% on the real estate only, as it 
now stands. There is a possibility that the other 10% and person- 
nal tax may be made up some other way, if we fight hard enough 
COr it. 

We should be able this year to do a great deal more on new 
road construction than in past years, as we have about $6,000.00 
of new road construction money left over from the past two years, 
plus an extra % cent gas tax monies due this year. 


Again we wish to thank the other town officers and the Dis- 
trict Highway Commissioner for their fine cooperation the past 
year.

OVERSEER’S REPORT 

The overseer’s expenditures for the past year were the high- 
est for many years. Rather serious unemployment at the first of 
the year, coupled with unusual hospital costs, was responsible. 
Employment improved as the year progressed so that at year end 
relief costs were again at a moderate rate. 

Collections by the overseer of outstanding accounts were 
quite satisfactory.

This is our twentieth annual report to the citizens of the 
Town of Weathersfield on State payments in your municipality of 
various types of assistance and welfare during 1955. 

The total number of recipients in the State has remained 
reasonably stable for four years. The number aided in the Totally 
and Permanently Disabled program has continued to increase. 
Old Age Assistance and Blind Asistance case loads have declined. 
The impact of the Social Security Insurance programs have not 
been fully realized in Vermont but will be a continuing factor in 
the reduction of case loads as an increasing number of our people 
attain a fully insured status. At the present time less than 50% 
of the aged population in Vermont, sixty-five year or over, are 
entitled to Social Security benefits. The towns and cities partici- 
pated financially in two of the programs as indicated below.

REPORT OF STATE OF VERMONT DEPARTMENT 
OF HEALTH 


Public Health Nurse 


I herewith submit a report of public health nursing services 
rendered to the citizens of Weathersfield by the Vermont Health 
Department during 1955. 

We in the Vermont Health Department will remember 1955 
as the year in which Salk vaccine for the prevention of Infantile 
Paralysis was first given. The administration of this program has 
taken much time and planning on the part of the staff of the 
Health Department, and also many hours of volunteer work on 
the part of the local physicians, nurses and lay people. Without 
the help of these local people it would have been impossible to 
carry on either the Salk vaccine program or many of the other 
phases of the public health nursing program, and we wish to say 
thank you for ourselves and for the children who benefited. 

By local arrangement 1st and 2nd grade children whose par- 
ents gave permission were twice transported to Springfield or 
Windsor for inoculations of Salk vaccine provided for children in 
this age group by the National Foundation for Infantile Paraly- 
sis. 27 Weathersfield children received 2 doses of this vaccine. 

Medical conferences were held at Perkinsville, Ascutney and 
Amsden at which 26 children under 6 and 87 children of school 
age were given medical examinations and immunizations by Drs. 
Ballantyne and Watson-Jones. 

127 visits were made to or on behalf of 68 persons to discuss 
any health problems which they might have. 

62 other visits were made in town most of which were to the 
schools to assist the teachers with vision and hearing testing or 
with other phases of their health programs.

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Peter Tuthiel Jarvis, 77, who last March chose to retire after 
twenty-five years as Weathersfield road commissioner, once re- 
marked, “‘It’s a lot of years to hear complaints about the roads, 
but it goes with the job, always did.’’ 


In spite of “‘retirement’’, Mr. Jarvis helps his son, Daniel 
Jarvis, who succeeds as road commissioner, and just a few days 
ago a passerby remarked, ‘‘I saw Peter Jarvis chopping down 
some trees by the roadside, and he wasn’t letting any twigs 
grow either.’’ 


The roads of Weathersfield are interwoven with the life of 
Peter, who travelled them to receive his education at the old 
Marsh school and the Lime Kiln school. Over these roads he 
brought his bride, Agnes Lang Jackson, who had left her fath- 
er’s home on the Princess Louise Estate in Scotland to visit 
her sister, Mrs. Jane Hannah in Windsor, where Peter happened 
to be working. After a whirlwind courtship, she became Mrs. 
Peter Jarvis, July 23, 1900. 


Most of their 56 years of married life has been spent in Wea- 
thersfield. Clayton Hilliard was road commissioner, when Peter 
began his apprenticeship. Horses, carts, sleds and snow rollers 
were standard equipment. 


There were two road districts..the East side and the West 
side when Peter Jarvis first became a road commissioner of the 
East Side of Weathersfield. Mrs. Jarvis helped with the book- 
keeping and E. M. Aiken was commissioner of the West Side. 


When road work was no longer done with horses it was decid- 
ed two road districts were no longer necessary. In 1936 Peter 
Jarvis was elected road commissioner for the Township of Weath- 
ersfield, which includes Ascutney, Weathersfield Bow, Weathers- 
field Center, the Marsh district, Amsden, Greenbush, Perkins- 
ville, Kendrick’s Corners and all points winding between. 


Floods, mud, snow, ice, miles of road, temperamental equip- 
ment, a vocally demanding public mingled with human frailties 
all blend to make the life of a road commissioner ‘interesting’. 


And now its timely for the people of Weathersfield to say, 
‘‘Mr. and Mrs. Peter Jarvis, for your understanding of human 
frailties, for your many extra services to us, please accept this 
expression of our appreciation, it’s something else that goes

There is respectfully submitted herewith, as requested, de- 
tailed audit report of the operation of your Town General, Town 
School and subsidiary accounts, for the year ending December 


31, 1956. 


Comments: 

There is furnished you, as noted in the index succeeding 
this letter, a Comparative Balance Sheet using revised 1955 
figures and the current year so that you may see the continued 
progress in relieving your Town of current operating indebted- 
ness. 

The question has been raised by several taxpayers as to the 
relationship of the Town General and the Town School funds in 
the matter of deficits and payment of outstanding liabilities. An 
analysis of these deficits and liabilities for the last several 
years would reveal, in our opinion, that there is no liability on 
the part of the Town to the School for past deficits or payment 
of indebtedness. It would seem, however, that perhaps confu- 
sion has arisen in the minds of taxpayers as to specifically what 
deficits were being voted at various Town Meetings. It is our 
respectful suggestion that in the future the warnings be clari- 
fied as to the utilization of the proceeds of deficit tax, if so vot- 
ed, and that obligatory deficit taxes announced by the Board of 
Selectmen be, also, so clarified. 

In the course of audit it came to light that some disburse- 
ments, although legitimate, were not on orders. (See Town Gen- 
eral cash accounting) In this same vein, it was apparent that 
some payments were made prior to being ordered and others some 
time after being ordered. In order to truly abide by State law, it 
is recommended that the writing of orders be more systemized, 
perhaps even to the degree of appointing a clerk for the Select- 
men who would carry the responsibility of the correct, and per- 
haps more frequent, issuance of orders. 

I hereby certify subject to the foregoing comments that the 
report submitted herewith and its supplemental schedules and 
analyses truly and accurately reflect the operation of the Town 
of Weathersfield and its various subsidiary accounts for the year 
1956 and the condition of said accounts at the end of the account- 
ing period.

REPORT OF CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS 


The general care of the thirteen town cemeteries was carried 
on as usual, all being mowed and cleaned up at least once, and 
fertilizing and seeding being done at the old Bow cemeteries. 


Mr. Plumb reports that the Ascutney.Association had a very 
successful year, financially, and that many compliments had been 
received in regard to the fine condition and appearance of this 
cemetery. 


Mrs. Stevens reports that water is now available at the Bow, 
having been piped up from the Community House; a dead maple 
removed, and new evergreens were set out. All this work was 
taken care of by the Weathersfield Bow Community Association 
Inc. 


As you all know, we think, the Grout cemetery, with its many 
old stones of slate and marble, as well as some fine granite mon- 
uments, is in the area of the proposed Flood Control Dam and we 
believe this is the year when a decision has to be made as to the 
relocation of this cemetery. Government officials have contacted 
one of the commissioners about this and commissioner is contact- 
ing descendants of those buried there to get their reactions as to 
moving these bodies and stones. 


On Memorial Day an unusual car accident. occurred at the 
Plain, involving several lots with perpetual care funds held by 
the town. Repairs were made and the total cost paid by an in- 
surance company. 


The large town part of the Plain shows a great many tipped 
or fallen stones. It is our desire and aim to concentrate on re- 
setting these during the 1957 season. Although this is an obli- 
gation of the town, under state law, several descendants of those 
buried there are willing to pay for resetting those of their ances- 
tors, and we would welcome hearing from others willing to do so.

Monthly staff meetings with Mrs. Riley, the elementary sup- 
ervisor, were started last year and are being continued this year 
by Mr. Thompson, executive assistant to the Superintendent.

It must be 
remembered that in 1956 we had an extra $3195.25 from the sale 
of school buildings, and in 1955, $4578.47 was turned into the 
regular school fund from the Building Fund. These sources of 
income helped to pay our deficit, which was not paid from the 
deficit tax voted. There will be no such source of income this 
year.

In 1956 we overestimated high school tuition in our budget. 
The School Board voted to buy badly needed text books with 
some of this money. . 

The bills are not all in, necessitating an increased budge 
for text books for this year. More texts, maps, film strips, and 
reference materials are major needs. Springfield High School 
tuition will be $340.00, an increase of $20.00.

WEATHERSFIELD CENTER MEETING HOUSE 


The white wooden Meeting House which first served the Church and 
Town, was built by the Town on land owned by the Town and paid for by 
taxes. The building was used without distinction for all meetings, secu- 
lar and religious. 


On the 25th of “Aarch, 1821 the building burned to the ground, leaving 
the inhabitants with no place to hold meetings of any kind. 


The Congregationalists of the time proposed that they build a struc- 
ture to be used for a house of worship, allowing the building to be used 
also for public meetings, provided that the town would deed the land to 


the Society. 


The voters agreed to the proposal, and the land was conveyed to the |, 


Church with the provision that it should revert to the Town whenever it 
should cease to be used for the aforesaid purpose. 


The present building was completed sufficiently to be used for Town 
Meeting in 1822, and was formally dedicated on October 23, 1822. 


The bricks for the building were made on the Oliver Diggins place, 
now owned by David Green, and it is said that the total cost of the build- 
ing was but four theusand dollars. 


In 1861 the building was remodelled to allow church services to be 
held in the upper part, and town meetings in the room below. 


Some interesting bits from the town records: 


From Volume 3, page 241. Town Meeting - March 4, 1822. 
“To see if the Town will dispose of the old iron and nails belonging 
to the old Meeting House lately burned in said town.’’ 
From the minutes of the aforesaid meeting: 
“Voted to relinquish to the Congregational Society all the right and 
title they have in the nails and iron of the old Meeting House. 
From the Yiarning of 1826: 
“To see if the Town will vote money to pay expense of ringing the 
bell, and also to sweep the Meeting House after Town Meeting days.’’ 
From the minutes of this meeting: 
“Voted that the Town pay expenses of cleaning the Meeting House 
after Town Meetings, and to ring the bell on Town Meeting days and 
to toll the bell for deaths when applied for.

REPORT OF CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS 


With the exception of Ascutney, only routine work was done at the 
various cemeteries in town. 


This consisted of the cleaning up in the spring of all those still in 
use and one cutting, raking and carting off the grass in all cemeteries 
during the summer. This as you know is required of all towns by the 
State. 


Ascutney reports a good year, the grounds and general upkeep were 
maintained and many of the older slate stones were reset in cement in 
an upright position. Improvement to the approach to the underground 
vault, built many years ago, but still in good condition, is now underway. 


Last winter wild deer destroyed many of the young trees and shrubs 
by feeding on the twigs, but precautions are being taken to prevent a re- 
currence this winter. 


All the endowed lots at the various cemeteries were cared for as 
usual. Our perpetual care funds are increasing yearly, but not one has 
been given for a lot at Greanbush, the only one of our larger cemeteries 
beside a main highway and it is an interesting one. 
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There are many flags flying over soldiers’ graves in Greenbush from 
the Revolutionary War, War of 1812, and the Civil War. It has some fine 
monuments and these are standing erect, like sentinels over the flags 
and the more humble headstones and most of these stones, small and 
large, are in good condition. 


It is still our earnest hope that some descendant of those lying be- 
neath a flag or stone in this sacred spot, beside the main road, will es- 
tablish a perpetual care fund either for the cemetery as a whole, or for 


an individual lot therein.

On May 23, 1957 an act to amend Sections 3626 and 4047 of V.S. 47, 
as amended by No. 69 of the Acts of 1951, relating to investment of Pub- 
lic Trust Funds was enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont, whereby Section 3626 now reads in part:.....’’ or in the shares 
of an investment company, or an investment trust, which is registered 
under the Federal Investment Company Act of 1940, as amended, if such 
mutual investment fund has been in operation for at least ten years and 
has net assets of at least $10,000,000.00.....’’ This act took effect im- 
mediately on its passage. 


Shortly thereafter, the Trustees of Public Funds were contacted by 
a representative of the firm of Straus, Blosser and McDowell of Chicago, 
Illinois and after several lengthy meetings and considerable thought, we 
withdrew the Savings Accounts of the Campbell and Connor Funds in 
whole, and invested the money as listed in the Financial Statement a- 
bove. There was an available $1,000.00 of the Hoisington Fund that 
could be invested in this manner, so there is still a Savings Account 
remaining that is for use in further development of Hoisington Field. 


The first six months of this year the funds were credited with 3!4% 
interest rate. The remaining six months, since reinvesting, have realized 
54%, plus capital gains. The amounts invested include brokers fees 
and costs of 8% which will be amortized within the year. 


It was with a great deal of pleasure that the Trustees were able to 
help with the Summer Recreation Program at Hoisington Field. The 
equipment used, and the cost of setting the Volley Ball Posts, were 
furnished from the Hoisington Fund. The salaries for the Recreational 
Directors for the eight weeks that the Program was in effect, were con- 
tributed by the Perkinsville Parent-Teachers’ Group, Hawks Mt. Grange 
No. 499, and the World Wide Guild.

This is the twenty-second annual report which | have made to the 
citizens of Weathersfield regarding State payments in your municipality 
of various types of assistance and welfare during 1957. The support 
and cooperation of town officers and people generally over this long 
period is gratefully acknowledged. We have some measure of respon- 
wen Y for 12,000 individuals and annually spend about six million dol- 
ars. 


The total number of recipients in all four programs has not changed 
substantially for several years. Due to the extension of Social Security, 
the number receiving Old Age Assistance has declined but those receiv- 
ing Aid to the Permanently and Totally Disabled have increased. Sup- 
plementation of inadequate amounts of Social Security benefits is an in- 
creasing role of Public Assistance. Towns and cities participate fi- 
nancially in two of the programs as indicated below. Administrative ex- 
penses for the four types of Public Assistance have always been among 
the lowest in the nation. In one state the recipient receives less than 
eighty-two cents out of the assistance dollar. In Vermont the recipient 
received ninety--six cents.

We are gald to report that we have been able to increase teachers’ 
salaries, partly through our own efforts and partly through state aid for 
that purpose. We will need to continue to raise salaries in order to keep 
our well prepared and able teachers and to meet state standards. Mrs. 
Hilliard and Mrs. Stillson attended the science workshop in Windsor last 
summer, Mrs. McCoy the science workshop in Chester and Mrs. Johnson 
the courses in music appreciation and speech for teachers in Claremont 
and language arts workshop in Woodstock. Mr. Laitres is giving extra 
time coaching this town’s boys in basketball at the Springfield Armory. 
Mrs. Paronto has planned several trips with her group as an important 
part of their studies. 


The old Perkinsville building was painted inside and out, but will 
need repairs next year in the rear of the building. The work on improv- 
ing the lighting should be completed soon. The Marsh and Amsden 
schools were painted. The roof on the Amsden School may need repairs 
this year. 


The old town school bus needed $1,000.00 worth of repairs. We 
thought we could not get this money back in a later trade. Instead we 
bought a new bus, list price $6,600.00 for $4,850.00 and sold the old bus 
for $700.00. 
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Transportation costs have increased. There are 24 children in the 
Weathersfield Center area, and the 6th, 7th and 8th graders are being 
transported to Ascutney and Perkinsville. 


The Parent-Teaciier groups in the four schools have continued to be 
active, some supporting the school lunch program, buying records, etc. 
Both Perkinsville and Ascutney groups have installed hot water heaters. 
The Perkinsville group sponsored, with help from other organizations, a 
summer recreation program at Hoisington Field, open to all Weathersfield 
children. This was a successful and much needed program. 


For this year we have planned a health program, -starting with the 
testing of hearing. We hope to continue each year checking eyes and 
teeth,

Springfield High School tuition will be $370.00 next year, an in- 
crease of $30.00 and elementary tuition $205.00, an increase of $50.00, 


Our surplus at the end of 1957 increased about $3,000.00. We plan 
to use this surplus, and a small increase in state aid, to meet a larger 
1958 budget, and to allow a cut of 12 cents in the school tax rate.

Chairman of the Weathersfield Republican committee for over fifty 
years and a Justice of the Peace for many years, an office which he 
held at his death, John H. Hicks was actively interested in the growth 
and development of Weathersfield. 


He represented the Town in the Vermont State Legislature during 
two terms: 1915 and 1917. In his younger days, he served Weathers- 
field in a variety of town officers, among them:  selectman, auditor, 
moderator, trustee of public funds and overseer of the poor. 


Instead of leaving the town of his birth to seek success in business 
elsewhere, he early learned to recognize the ‘‘Acres of Diamonds”’ in 
his own backyard. Perhaps he was best known throughout the State as 
the owner of the Perkinsville Soapstone Mill which manufactured Frank- 
lin stoves, soapstone griddles and soapstone sinks. Mr. Hicks founded 
and developed the Perkinsville Electric Light Company and became the 
owner ot the Weathersfield Telephone Company, two businesses which 
continue to serve the community. 

He married Grace Nichols, who was also a native of Weathersfield, 
and they celebrated their Golden Wedding Anniversary, June 3, 1953 
and a reception given by their son and daughter-in-law, Mr. and Mrs.

REPORT FROM THE OVERSEER OF THE POOR 


Over half of total disbursements went for care, room and board. 
$3,604.70 was paid to convalescent homes for three people who were old, 
invalid and needed continuous care. There is now just one person in 
this category. 


Groceries amounted to $1,003.92. Three families were supported 
many months, but fortunately are now on their own. 


Hospital and medical bills totaled $930.00 with two large bills still 
to be paid. The rapid increase of hospitalization costs presents a major 
threat. Possible help could come from Welfare legislation now pending 
which could make Federal funds available. 


Fuel and light bills amounted to $194.75. 


The most profitable expenditure was about $50.00. This was paid 
for shipping and storage (Montpelier Freeze Locker) of Government com- 
modities. This surplus food donated by the U. S. Dept. of Agriculture 
has made it possible for many families to get by without help from town 
funds. Over three tons have been given to needy in Weathersfield and 
about twenty families (102 people) are now receiving this food free. In 
twelve months, 1750 white flour, 800 Ibs. whole wheat flour, 800 Ibs. 
corn meal, 810 Ibs. powdered milk, 900 Ibs. processed cheese, 768 Ibs. 
butter, 600 Ibs. rice and 400 Ibs. beans were distributed.

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REPORT OF THE CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS 


The construction of the North Springfield Flood Control Dam will in- 
undate not only many houses in Weathersfield, but also the old Grout 
Cemetery, situated near the Butterfield- Bridge. 


Hence the cemetery will have to be moved, and after consultations 
with descendants and your Commissioners, the U. S. Army Corps of Eng- 
ineers has acquired a one acre site on the east side of the Plain Ceme- 
tery. It plans to move all the graves to this new location in 1959, with 
an appropriate bronze marker, surrounding wall and gate. The cemetery 
has been carefully mapped and photographed by the Army Engineers, and 
copies given for our town records. 


In the other of our 13 cemeteries, routine mowing and cleaning was 
carried out as usual, except for the Tuttle, where the poison ivy must 
be eradicated first. 


Major work was done in the ‘“Old Part’’ or the Plain Cemetery, where 

_ more than one hundred of the old slate stones were set up and straighten- 

ed. Much work was also done to the Hubbard Cemetery at the Bow, and 
the usual excellent care taken of the Ascutney and Bow Cemeteries.

VERMONT STATE DEPT. OF HEALTH - 1958 


The State Department of Health works with the Health Officer and 
other officials, doctors and local citizens on community h ealth. This 
report summarizes many of the services rendered to Weathersfield last 
year. 


Cancer and Chronic Disease: 2 persons received services. 


Child Health Services: 45 children attended 6 well-child school con- 
ferences organized by the public health nurse. 

Communicable Diseases: 9 persons received chest x-rays; 21 child- 
ren received immunizing series. The immunizing series against polio. 
myelitis, including boosters, was given to 139 children and adults. 

Environmental Sanitation: A sanitarian made 52 inspections-consul- 
tations at the town’s food and lodging places and 17 concerning water 
supply, sewage disposal, etc. 

Laboratory Services: As aids in the control of communicable di- 
sease, tests were performed on 15 water samples, 49 blood specimens. 

Mental Health: 3 persons and groups were served at the guidance 
clinic through educational meetings or consultations. 

Public Health Nursing: The public health nurses’s headquarters 
is in Bethel. Assisted by local people, she served at well-child and 
school conferences, x-ray and immunization clinics. She visited homes, 
doctors and agencies, making 273 visits on behalf of 84 persons and 
community health activities. Her serviceis an essential element 
in disease prevention. 


Robert B. Aiken, Commissioner of Health — 


The following communicable diseases were reported to me in 1958: 
Measles 35 cases; Scarlet Fever 17 cases; Asian Flu 1 case. 


Your Health Officer has found that the Weathersfield people are be- 
coming more conscientious in reporting communicable diseases to her. 
This is important, not only because such reporting is mandatory by law, 
but because it allows your Health Officer to take measures to prevent 
an epidemic if one threatens.

Answering your letter of February 10 inquiring what had been done 
relative to tax losses in Weathersfield for the 1958 tax year, please be 


informed as follows: 
Representing the Commission | obtained the 1958 tax rate and the 


tax valuation of the various properties for the five preceding tax years 
at your office and discussed with your Board the valuation on losses 
which resulted from the Government's taking of properties for the North 
Springfield flood control reservoir. It will be remembered that, lacking 
information on whether access roads would be provided to isolated sec- 
tions of property not taken, it was felt by your Board that acreage values 
of such remaining properties had been severely depressed because of the 
present lack of access. 


The figures collected by me were presented to the Commission. At 
its meeting on September 18 the Commission determined the 1958 tax 
loss in the Town of Weathersfield to be $3,554.82. The treasurers of 
all four states were notified of this determination and of what the re- 
payments were to be.

We are glad to report that after much searching for an elementary 
supervisor we were able to hire Mr. John Barry, administrative principal 
of the Riverside School in Springfield, as assistant superintendent in 
the Windsor South-East School District. Mr. Barry will assist Mr. Thomp- 
son and supervise the elementary schools in the district. We are aware 
that we have two leading and outstanding educators for our schools. 


Our teachers continued their interest in furthering their education. 
Mrs. Johnson and Mrs. Stillson studied at the University of Vermont 
for the six weeks summer session and took the workshop course in social 
studies in Bellows Falls. Mrs. Johnson also took a course in speech 
from the University of New Hampshire and audited a course in art appre- 
ciation. Mrs. Basso, Mrs. Hilliard, Mrs; McCoy and Mrs. Paronto took the 
workshop course in Windsor given by Mr. Houston. 


Mr. Goodheart, principal at Perkinsville, has coached the children 
in athletics, and is giving extra time for basketball practise once a week 
at the Springfield Armory. Mr. James MacKimmie has offered his time 
supervising and coaching the children in Ascutney in athletic games. 
The Parent-Teacher group in Ascutney has an active committee working 
on recreation. 
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Work was done on the roofs of all the old schools this year, and 
Amsden and Marsh were painted and repaired inside. Bookcases were 
added at Amsden and in Mrs. Basso’s room. New lighting fixtures were 
installed in the old Perkinsville building, bringing light conditions up 
to standard in our schools. 


The Parent-Teacher groups have continued to be active, supporting 
the school lunch programs, purchasing film strips and reference books, 
and showing an interest in the progress of our schools.

““CONTROVERSY POND’’ 


Weathersfield’s recreational pool ‘‘Controversy Pond’’ covering 
about fifty acres, is now backed up behind the causeway that carries town 
road 22 from Perkinsville to Weathersfield Center. Branch Brook supplies 
water for this beautiful pond, plans for which were incorporated into work 
being done by the U. S. Army Corps of Engineers in construction of that 
very controversial front page news... the North Springfield Flood Con- 
trol Dam project . . . while many an unrecorded controversy raged before 
buildings in Weathersfield were removed from land now admired for its 
beautiful, restful pond. 


lt is expected the area will become popular as a boating, fishing 
and swimming center, if water conditions prove good. Approximately one- 
quarter mile wide and three-fourths of a mile long, its greatest depth of 
20 feet is at the dam. The level of the pond is 502 feet above sea level. 


The cover picture, photographed from a color slide by C.-A. Murray, 
who dreamed up the name “‘Controversy Pond’’ shows the familiar forked 
elm tree at Patch Point, so-christened by A. A. Titcomb, and the water 
extending back over Stoughton meadows, the Maguire land to part of the 
former Chester Day property. Pine Hill guards it on the left and in the 
distance Mt. Ascutney surveys this lovely addition to Weathersfield. 
From this area the old Stoughton house and barns, built by Nathaniel 
Stoughton, a settler who arrived early in 1780, have been moved to the 
Limekiln district in Weathersfield, where they are still owned by Stough- 
tons. While the Stoughton Covered Bridge, one of four covered bridges 
in the to-be-flooded section, was moved for preservation across a brook 
on land of Andrew A. Titcomb in Perkinsville. 


Approaches to Controversy Pond have not been decided upon at 
this writing. Could it be by Patch Point or Stoughton Landing? How- 
ever, last fall, a little red boat and a canoe were transported down Branch 
Brook road from Amsden past ‘‘Ten Mile Encampment’’ on Crown Point 
Military road to the former Day land, then launched by carrying them over 
the log boom at the end of the pond. The Ten Mile Encampment meadow 
makes a usable temporary approach ... at least there is a road fo it.

ACTING OVERSEER’S REPORT 


From the overseer’s viewpoint, the only good thing about the past 
year was that expenses decreased substantially as the year progressed. 
Again hospital costs, both new and carried over, were the heaviest ex- 
pense. Nursing home care was next in line. 


However, several factors indicate better times immediately ahead. 
As this is written all known bills are fully paid. Expenses incurred in 
the second half of last year were about one third as great as for the first 
half. In December only 42 people received surplus foods, as against more 
than 100 at the start of the year, A new law, sharing the expense of 
nursing home care with the state, went into effect on January Ist. And 
finally, work spent on trying to collect old accounts is beginning to bear 
some fruit.

REPORT OF THE CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS 


The major event occurring during 1959 was the relocation of the 
Grout Cemetery from its original site, established in 1781, to the new 
location adjoining the Plain Cemetery. 


This was required due to the construction of the North Springfield 
Flood Control Dam, and was carried out by the contractor for the U. S. 
Army Corps of Engineers after hearings and permission was received 
from the Commissioners and the U. S. District Court in Vermont. The 
move was made with great care and tact, and the new location is al- 
ready grassed over. It is surrounded by a stone wall with wrought iron 
entrance gate and is suitably marked with a bronze plaque. 


The work in the other twelve cemeteries was of a more routine nature. 
The outlying cemeteries were moved and cleaned once; the Hubbard and 
Tuttle sprayed for poison ivy and stmes repaired at the Grout and Green- 
bush. Ascutneyville, the Bow and the Plain Cemeteries received their 
usual good care irom their associations. 


The Trustees of Public Funds have changed certain of the cemetery 
fund investments, as noted below, to obtain a better rate of interest, which 
will allow more available money for the perpetual work of maintenance 
and care.

We are again pleased to report that the amounts invested from our 
three trust funds in 1957, in mutual investment companies, have yielded 
over 6% for the past year. 


In November the Trustees were notified that holders of Series F and 
Series G savings bonds maturing from January 1 through December 1, 1960 
were being offered the privilege of exchanging them with interest adjust- 
ments to December 15, 1959, for 4-3/4% marketable Treasury notes dated 
July 20, 1959, maturing May 15, 1964.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


Weathersfield seems to have had few cases of communicable diseases 
in 1959. The following numbers were reported to me: Chicken Pox - 6; 
German Measles - 1; Measles - 1; Mumps - 5. In addition to receiving 
these reports and keeping alert to the possibility of epidemics of these 
diseases, your Health Officer spent considerable time and energy in try- 
ing to unsnarl a misunderstanding between the State Highway Department 
and a Weathersfield resident concerning a septic tank which was over- 
flowing onto the highway. 


Due to the alertness of a resident who reported to me the presence of 
a large manure pile and a septic tank in the site of the new recreational 
pond, | was able to contact the proper people who had these health haz- 
ards cleaned out before the pond was flooded. My other activites this 
year were to remind the various school parents’ groups of the availability 
of nursing help, money, and vaccine for Infant, Pre-school and School 
medical examinations and to show a movie and conduct a discussion of 
health at the Perkinsville and Ascutney schools. 


During 1960 | hope to be able to organize a Polio survey in the Town 
to learn how much polio protection our residents have and to organize 
vaccination clinics if they are needed,

Definite progress in the smoothness of school operation and enrich- 
ment of the curriculum has been noticeable since Mr. Thompson and Mr. 
Barry have been working together on our elementary schools. 


Our teachers are alert to the need for further study and a better under- 
standing of individual children. The course sponsored by Boston Univer- 
sity in Springfield in the Spring of 1959 resulted in experimentation on 
the part of the teachers and thus growth in teaching procedures. Mrs. 
Basso, Mrs. Bellows, Mr. Goodheart, Mrs. Johnson, Mrs. Hilliard and Mrs. 
Stillson took that course. Mrs. Basso, Mrs. Bellows, Mrs. McCoy, Mrs. 
Johnson and Mrs. Stillson attended Mr. Houston’s second Workshop in 
Psychology at Windsor. Mrs. Bellows, Mrs. Johnson and Mrs. Stillson 
are studying Evaluation and Measurement at Keene Teachers College. 
Mrs. Johnson also studied Language Arts and Unit Teaching this past 
summer. 


Mr. Goodheart, Principal at Perkinsville, coached the children in 
baseball and basketball and arranged games with surrounding towns. Mr. 
Foley has assisted with the basketball this fall. 


The Parent-Teacher groups continue their enthusiastic support of the 
schools. In Ascutney equipment has been built on the playground, the 
school lunch sponsored and money has been raised for books for reference. 
In Perkinsville the group is raising money toward a movie sound projector 
and sponsoring record hops and school lunches. The school board, and 
the entire community, greatly appreciate the thought and effort these 
groups are putting into improving the education of our children. 
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Many repairs and changes have been made due to the recommendations 
of the State Fire Inspector. There are a few items still to be taken care 
of, but they are being delayed waiting for a conference with the inspector. 


Storm windows have been installed in the first classraom in Ascutney. 
It may be necessary to add them in the other rooms. 


Expenses will increase slightly due to improvement in teachers sala: 
ries, repairs needed, etc. Springfield tuition will be $400, Windsor tuition 
$325, a raise of $10. 


Our surplus at the end of 1959 was abat $8,000.00. We expect to be 


able to meet expenses with a tax rate of $4.25.
